(discase is noticed, and p r o p e r meas- 
: urea of sanitation, which include the 
; keeping of the chicks on wire floors, 
proper disinfection of the drinking 
utensils and the feed troughs. The 
disease is now prevented through the j 
feeding of commercial flour sulphur 
i in the mash. 
Recommendation 
To prevent coccidiosis 6 per cent 
sulphui flour should be included in 
th*1 mash from the time the chicks 
are three to four weeks of age and 
continue until the pullets are placed 
in the laying houses at 5 to 0 months 
of age. If flowers of sulphur is used 
It1? per cent is sufficient. Sulphur 
should not be fed until after the 
chicks are at leust two weeks of age 
as it may cause their eyelids to stick 
and aU)> may cause th- droppings to 
accumulate under th* vc’n. Fulphui 
should not be used if the chicks do 
not have access to direct sunlight for 
several hours each week. This should 
not be a deciding factor on Texas 
farms since most chicks have access 
to sun by the time they are two 
weeks old. Chickens kent in battery 
brooders are not ordinarily subject 
to this disease. If chicks are moved 
from premises where coccidiosis is 
not prevalent, such as in battery 
brooders, to a range contaminated 
with coccidiosis, it is a good practice 
to feed Kl per cent sulphur flour or 
5 per cent flu era of sulphur for the 
fit i 5 or <‘> days after they reach the 
infected quarters and then change to 
the recommendations given above.
